One of the greatest needs in the state of Kentucky is an imlui*- 
trial school for boys. 

Onr iiil'oriiiatioii on the .Iiivciiili' law.s of our Commoinvoallli is 
to the effect that the state is at the mercy of boys who are bad enoufrh 
to cause much trouble and yet who lack a criminal intent in their 
badness, which in no .sen<!e of the word eould he eallcd iniKfiliiel'. 

There are lad.s wlio liave, apparently, t'ottin beyoml i-outrol ol 
their parents and who cause much trouble not only to tlie ni own-ups. 
whose property they damage, but to the ofileials before whom com- 
plaint against the youngsters is made. 

Officials say tln rc i.s but one in.stitution in the state to which 
these bad boys can be sentenced and that is the Greendale Keforma- 
tory, a penal inatitution. 

Our state needs an Industrial School such as our neighbor state 
of Ohio has, to which these really bad boys who cannot be controlled 
by their parents might be sent for training that will turn their " pep" 
and vinegar into worth while channels to make thom men of value 
to the eonmionwealth.
